CORN IS NOY» CERTAIN 


Jefferson City, Mo., September 1. 
—Jewell Mayes, secretary of the 
state board of agriculture, 
says 
that conditions in the rural parts 
of the state at this time could not 
well be more favorable to the farm­ 
ers. 
Rains since the first of the 
month have insured good fall past­ 
urage and put the ground in the 
most favorable condition for fall 
planting. 
Late corn, of which a 
large acreage was planted, 
will 
make a big yield unless nipped by 
early frosts. 
The indications are that the yield 
of corn may equal the record-break­ 
ing crop of 1902, when 264,000,000 
bushels lowered all previous rec­ 
ords in Missouri. 
There was good 
corn that year .n every part of the 
state, the yield the state over be­ 
ing thirty-nine busehls to the acre. 
There are now 6,389,000 acres of 
corn standing i i Missouri. 
This is 
below the acreage of 1902, which 
was 6,775,000, but there is a ^ood 
chance that the August rains may 
so greatly improve the late corn 
that the late corn this year will 
be very close to the great crop of 
eighteen years ago. 
In some parts 
of th * state early corn will make 
a great crop, but there are other 
sections where dry weather in July 
and the first few days of the pres­ 
en tmonth caused much damage. 
August 1 the total yield of the 
state was placed at 200,000,000, hut 
it is believed that the September 
reports will show a decided gain. 
In any event, the 1920 crop will he 
worth a grea" deal more than the 
crop of 1902, for eighteen years 
ago corn was a cheap commodity.

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SHIPBUILDING. 


The London 
Times makes some 
comparisons of British and American 
shipping statistics which may bring 
some surprise, not altogether agree­ 
able, to American readers. 
“Returns 
now issued by Lloyd's Register," it 
says, “show that the post-war change 
in the respective 
shipbuilding posi 
tions in the United Kingdom and the 
United States has been greatly accen­ 
tuated during the past few months. 
A year ago— to be precise, on Jun* 
30, 1919— the 
amount of tonnage 
building 
in 
the 
United 
States 
exceeded 
that 
under 
construc­ 
tion 
in 
the 
United 
King­ 
dom by 1,350,000 tons. 
By the end 
of last year this great excess in favor 
of the United States had been convert­ 
ed into an excess of 27,000 tons in fa­ 
vor of the United Kingdom. The pres­ 
ent returns show that the amount of 
tonnage now under construction 
in 
the United Kingdom— 3,578,000 tons 
— exceeds that being built in the Unit­ 
ed States by 1,472,000 tons. 
The to­ 
tal amount of tonnage under construc­ 
tion in the United States during the 
last fifteen months has been reduced 
by nearly one-half. 
At the end of 
March, 
1919, there were building 
4,185,000 tons compared with 2,254,- 
000 tons at present. 
During the same 
period the tonnage under construction 
in the United Kingdom has increased 
from 2,254,000 tons to 3,578,000 tons 
— the highest amount ever recorded— 
an increase of nealy 60 per cent. 
It will be painful to many Ameri­ 
cans to realize that the lead which 
this country established in shipbuild­ 
ing during the war period has now 
been lost. 
Yet it is a perfectly nat­ 
ural development and should have 
been expected— undoubtedly was ex­ 
pected, indeed, by all whose business 
it is to have detailed knowledge of 
.such matters. 
There was never any 
possibility that all the shipyards es­ 
tablished in this country during the 
war would survive the struggle; nor 
was there any chance that the tremen­ 
dous expansion of our merchant ma­ 
rine carried out during the war would 
continue at the same rate after the 
war was over. 
This country devoted 
itself during the war days to ship­ 
building on an unparalleled scale be­ 
cause the emergency then existing 
made it necessary for us to build many 
ships and to build them in a great 
hurry. 
In short, the ships were need- 
en to win the war; and it was to win 
the war that so many of them were 
built in so short a space of time. 
The hope prevailed, and still pre­ 
vails, that at the end of the war, while 
it was sure to bring a decline in the 
rate of shipbuilding, would not be the’ 
signal for a return to our former at­ 
titude of indifference towards 
and 
neglect of the American merchant ma­ 
rine. 
That England, which for a 
¡while lagged far behind us in mer- 


marines will be determined ultimately 
by the fundamental economic factors 
which naturally tend to make certain 
nations larger ship-owners than other 
nations. 
In so far as those factors 
make for a large American merchant 
marine, there seems to be good rea­ 
son to feel confident that the oppor­ 
tunities which they afford us will not 
be neglected by the shipping board 
under the aggressive and energetic 
leadership of Admiral Benson. 
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UNITED AGAINST SOVIETISM. 


France and America are in com­ 
plete agreement in principle as to the 
Polish-Russian 
situation, 
Secretary 
Colby says in interpreting the French 
rejoinder to the recent American dec­ 
laration on the subject. 
The import­ 
ant point which the French note sets 
forth and upon which Secretary Colby 
lays emphasis is the French agree­ 
ment with the American stipulation 
tl.at there should be no dismember­ 
ment of Russia. 
It was fairly clear 
all along that with regard to other 
matters the French would endorse the 
American view because the recent 
note of the United States revealed 
this 
government 
as 
approving 
France’s Russian policy in 
general. 
There was some doubt, however, as 
to 
France’s 
attitude 
towards 
the 
American stipulation against Russian 
dismemberment; 
that 
doubt 
the 
French rejoinder has removed. 
It is a striking and noteworthy fact 
”4h*at the- American view of the way in 
which the Russian problem should be 
handled coincides more closely with 
the French than with the British pol­ 
icy. 
The French have been accused 
of imperialistic purposes and the Pres­ 
ident himself has called attention to 
the imperialistic tendencies observa­ 
ble in France. 
There has been, how­ 
ever, no real warrant for the charge 
that the French policy towards Rus­ 
sia has been a policy of imperialism. 
Nor is it possible to sustain the con­ 
tention that Soviet repudiation of the 
money debt of Czarist Russia to 
France is the real reason for the un­ 
compromising hostility of the French 
towards the Soviet. The French have 
opposed Russian Bolshevism because 
Russian Bolshevism is what it is— a 
menace to France and to the whole 
democratic world of which France is 
a part. 
The French have not only main­ 
tained a hostile attitude towards So­ 
viet Russia for this very good reason, 
but they have translated their atti­ 
tude into action to a far geater extent 
than the British have been able to do. 
It is altogether likely that Mr. Lloyd 
George would have preferred the 
French policy on many occasions to 
that which he adopted; but he has 
been compelled by the conditions pre­ 
vailing in Britain to take a much mild­ 
er course with respect to Russia* 
When, through the compulsion of 
those conditions, he was brought to 
the point of actually proposing recog­ 
nition of the Soviet regime, he went 
further in the direction of compromise 
with Bolshevism than either the Unit­ 
ed States or France was willing to 
follow him; and Secretary 
Colby’s 
note to the Italian Ambassador was 
written largely to put an end to this 
recognition proposal. 
The note has accomplished that 
highly important purpose and has evi­ 
dently brought the three countries— 
America, Britain and France— into a 
general agreement against Soviet rec­ 
ognition, an agreement which is like­ 
ly to endure. 
While thus preventing 
the commission by Britain of a blunder 
which might have been fatal, it has 
at the same time secured from France 
what is virtually a pledge against any 
imperialistic design on Russia. 
Both 
these facts represent a great gain and 
make for continued unity of the West­ 
ern nations in the face of the Soviet 
threat to their existence.
